Over two million dollars worth of 
Straits bills have been negotiated 
against gold shipments to the 
Straits Settlements. In addition 
to this, e large quantity of rice 
bills have been on the market. 

With the approach of the 
Chinese New’ Year there is a 
heavy tide of remittances to 
Hongkong from the Chinese in 
the United States, Australia and 
the Straits Settlements. That 
means the Banks here have to 
sell for cash in order to meet the 
T.T. inwards. . 

The silver market is very 
strong, ‘the present rate being 
86.7/8—a rate that few expected 
to‘see this month. This has con- 
sequently caused a rise in the 
sterling rate. a 

Yesterday .the sterling rate 
was very firm, business being 
done at 2d. over the rate, namely, 
5s. 10d. for cash. ; 

The rate on New York is a 
little lower than yesterday.

SCHOOL. - 

MR. SEVERN” PRESENTS 
PRIZ 


- The annual distribution of 
prizes of the Ellis Kadoorie 
School for Chinese took place 
to-day at noon, when there were 
present the Hon. Mr. Claude 
Severn, C.M.G., Sir Ellis Kadoorie 
and Hon. Mr. Lau Chu Pak. ° 
The Headmaster, Mr. C. My- 
cock. opened the proceedings by 
reading the annual report of 
the School for ‘the past Fear, 
which was as jollows :— 
' Mr. Bird went on leavein May, 
and was succeeded by Mr. B. 
James who acted as Head Mas- 
ter until his retirement on 
account of ill-health on the 26th 
October. Mr. James was a very 
successful. Class Master, and 
while Queen's College will 
naturally associate him with 
their paper, the Yellow’ Dragon, 
(which he, in co-operation with 
Mr. Ralphs, first” produced 20 
years .ago,) the Ellis Kadoorie 
School will remember him by his 
popular edition of ‘War Stories.” 
The good wishes of the school go 
w.th him in his retirement. I re- 
turned from Active Service on the 


“| 26th September, and from the 26th 


October to present date have had 
charge of the school. “Mrs. R. 
Langley was transferred here at 
the beginning of this term from 
Sai-ying-puni!School, and has done 
good work, Changes in the Chin- 
ese Staff weve due in two cases 
to masters joining “business 
firms, and-in others to promot- 
ions, and until the» arrival 
of a temporary master last 
week, we were two Chinese 
Masters below full 
Pupil teachers and students from 
the University have attended 
here for practical experience in 
clase management and method. 
The maximum enrolment dur- 
ing the year was 699. and 
the average’ attendance 567, 
an increase of 73. over 
last year's figures. The 
figures have shown ‘a gradual 
increase during the last five years. 
School work has been carried on 
as usual, and steady progress has 
been made. I was pleased to find, 
after a long absence, that the 
seneral standard throughout the 
school has been raised. There is 
still room for inprovement in the 
lowest classes, however. The 
Vernacular Classes which have 
been under the able supervision 
of Mr. Ng Fung Chau, whose as- 
sistanceto mehas been invaluable. 
Captain Macaulay, R.4.M.C., has 
has during the Term just closing 
visited the Schoo! as Medical 
Officer; about half the boys in 
attendance have been medically 
examined and recommendations 
made where necessary. The 
various athletic -vand social 
activities’ of the “School have 
been vigorously carried on. Our 
Botanical Department, which 
provides plants..and flowers, is 
flourishing, as is also our latest 
venture, the School Band.- Both 
these organisations are under the 
management of Mr. Lam Kwan 
Shan, who is a capable and 
energetic Treasurer. The Dram- 
atic Society continues to flourish 
and gave performances in con- 
nection with” the Peace Day 
Celobrations and as ‘a fare- 
well to Mr: James. The 
Library under its able Librar- 
jan Mr. Chong Kai In, steadily 
grows and now numbers 1050 


volumes. To the supply “of 
periodicals we have this year 
added two English and twelve 


Chinese magazines. Itis a matter 


of ‘congratulation that it’ is 
entirely self-supporting. Physical 
drill has’ been carried on 
regularly this ‘turns, and 
the introduction of new exercises 
and games has enhanced its 
popularity. Discipline, on the 
whole, is good. Swimming 
Picnics were arranged, in the 
summer term and were well 
attended. We lost the Corona- 
tion Shield to Queen's College 
Senior Team at theit swimming 
sports by atouch. The encourege- 
given to. swimming in this sc‘100° 
has been great, and it is gratifying 
to follow the success of boys wha 
may have left the schoal. One 
old boy took part in the Harbour 
Swim. last year, and finished 
second. We bad better results in 
the. District Schools’: Sports this 
year, and were second for the 
Ellis Kadoorie Challenge -8hield.

The Hon. Mr. Claud Severn. 
on whg-e shoulders fell - the 
pleasant.duty of giving away the 
awards, said that it gave him 
great .pleasure to be there 
on the fourth occasion 
since the School was taken 
over. by the Government, to 
present the prizes, He thought 
they would be very pleased to 
see present the founder of’ the 
School, Sir Ellis Kadoorie, 
and one of their (chief 
benefactors, Mr. Lau Chu Pak, 
who continued to show great 
interest in the Schéol, whose 
increasing prosperity must aford 
them the greatest satisfaction. 
He (Mr. Severn) was led to notice 
in the report what had been said 
about Mr. James, who had re- 
cently left the Colony. Mr. 
James was a man of considerable 
attainments and during the war 
he did excellent work. and his 
services. as a, master the pupils 
must have greatly appreciated. 
He had great imagination anda 
capacity for imparting his know- 
ledge in a way which made learno- 
ing a pleasure to his pupils, He 
(Mr. Severn) «also. joined 
with Mr. Mycock in the 
in the great regret he. has ex- 
pressed. at the recent death of 
Mr. Chan Kai-ming, who was one 
of the Schoo!'s benefactors. The 
pupils were fortunate in having 
this’ year ,the present Head- 
master, Mr. Mycock. who was 
in the School before it was taken 
over by the Government and 
who now found ‘himself at 
home in a most responsible: posi- 
tion. Mr. Mycock during the 
past few years had had remark- 
able experiences on active service. 
Just before he reached England, 
the ship on which he was travel- 
ling was submarined. He ‘then 
joined that famous Corps, the 
Royal Artillery. Whilst be was 
in training with the Corps they 
were bombed by; an ehemy air- 
ship which passed over London. 
He was wounded in France and 
socn afterwards he was married 
to Mrs. Mycock, whom they were 
pleased to see there to-day. All 
these events took place in the 
short space of three months. It 
almost constituted a war record.

In the 
Government Schools, arrange- 
ments had been made for these 
medical examinations, with 
special attention to teeth and 
eyes, and the Government was 
prepared to help those who 
were found. defective as 
regards eyes to get suitable 
spectacles. Arrangements had 
been made for these to be obtain- 
éd at low prices so that’ parents 
might be helped to some extent. 
Insome pressing.cases the Gov- 
ernment were prepared even to 
supply them free of charge. ,

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METEOROLOGY FOR AVIATORS. 


(0 


THE WORE TO BE DONE. 


To all who are concerned with 
aviation a Knowledge of - the 
Meteorological conditions which 
prevail in any region, and of the 
changes in them which are likely 
to occur shortly, is of the highest 
importance. As the construction 
of aircraft improved and the 
technique of aviation advanced, 
flying could safely be carried out 
under conditions which would 
have rendered it impracticable in 
earlier days, Nevertheless, fog, 
mist, low ‘clouds, stormy 
Weather, violent squalls of 
of wind, etc. even now interfere 
seriously with airmen and often 
bring about conditions of extreme 
danger. In the interests, there- 
fore, of the aviator there must 
always be a close co-operation 
between him and the meteorolog- 
ist, whoin his turn may gain 
much valuable information from 
the aviator. . 

On the coast of China and in 
fact, all over the Far East the 
determination of weather condi- 
tions in the ether above the Earth 
will be of the utmost importance 
as'in other parts of the world, 
More particularly wil] this be the 
case during the typhoon season 
on the coast, and during these 
months it is not improbable that 
when erial services have been 
established between coast wise 
ports, that many times will 
services be delayed owing to the 
weather. : 

The study of the etmosphere 
its phenomena has been 
pursued with increasihg diligence 
and attention for many years, 
and during the last three decades, 
meteorologists have pushed their 
investigations into the upper 
Tegions of the air, where 
the turbulence caused by 
the friction. with» the unequal 
surface of the earth, and by the 
unequal heating and cooling of 
that surface do hot extend, Kites 
were at first employed to carry 
recording instruments +o consid. 
erable attitudes and to obtain a 
record ofthe temperature, humi- 
dity," pressure, ete., over an ex- 
tended period of time, but kites 
had certain disadvantages, since 
they could not be employed on 
calm days or in strong winds. 
They have, therefore, been largely 
replaced by small india-rubber 
balloons which are inflated with 
hydrogen and released either 
with or without Tecording instru. 
ments being attached to them, 

Those carrying instrumeats, 
usually known as “ballons 
sondes,” are extensively used 
at meteorological observatories, 
where they are liberated at 
stated hours on pre-arranged 
days, in ascordance with inter. 
national arrangement, so that 
synchronous records of the phys- 
ical conditions of the upper air. 
mav be obtained from as many 
places as possible on these days. 
The balloons rise until they burst, 
‘bts of 
over twenty kilometres, when 
the instruments fall to the earth 
and a considerable Proportion of 
them, with their records, are sub- 
sequently recovered from the 
finders. The balloons without in- 
struments (pilot balloons) are sent 
up whenever, and wherever, it ig 
desired to ascertain the direction 
and velocity of the upper air 
currents, for, carried along. by 
them, the position of the balloon 
from minute to minute can be 
determined by observations from 
its starting-point so long as the 
uballoon remains visible, These

Meteorologist has at his disposal 
is broadly divisible into two main 
Categories, that which is concern- 
ed with short-period meteoro'o- 
gical phenomena, and that which 
telates to those of long period, a 
distinct on which is fairly repre- « 
sented by the difference between 
weather and climate. 

It is the short-period 
vhenomena, the cyclonic depress. 
jons with their rapid” movement, 
the anti-eyclonic systems with 
their slower change of position, 
the various relations of wind ito 
Pressure, the sudden squalls and 
thundersiorms, ° and all the 
changing conditions which are 
included in the term weather that 
most immediately affect: the 
airman. Changes of weather 
conditions are always ‘in Pro- 
gtess, and cyclonic depressions, , 
with their accompaniments of" 
tain, wind, and could cover vast 
areas, being often more than 1,000 
miles in’ diameter, and moving 
with considerable velocity, which 
may'edsily reach 30 miles an hour. 
Consequently, Teports must be 
furnished ‘at comparatively short 


‘intervals and this necessitates a 


very elaborate organisation forthe 
collection of information with the 
utmost rapidity in order that com- 
ing changes may be foreseen and 
notified, as well as the strictest 
uniformity both in time and 
Procedure in taking the observat- 
ions, so that they may all be 
direct!y comparable, " 

The distribution of Teports and 
forecasts relating to current 
weather has long been under. ° 
taken by State metearolozical 
services, but the demands of 
aviation have emphasised the 
need for the greatest attainable 
rapidity in collection and supply 
of information. To do {hig 
effectively telegraphy, wireless 
telegraphy, and telephony must 
bring to the Meteorological 
Central Office the Teports from 
all stations; these are plotted 
on a map, and from the data 
thus Beographically set ont 
the " forecaster — deduces the 
changes in the situation Which 
are to ba ‘anticipated. In view 
of .the very - ntimerous factors 
involved in this problem a 
through ‘knowledge of the prin- ~ 
ciples of meteorological science 
is needed, as well as a fine judg- 
ment in apportioning to each 
factor ita proper importance, to

SHIPPING NER. a | 
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GREENOCE HARBOUR TRUST AND 
. RIGHT OF WAY. 


Considerable indignation has 
been aroused in Greenock lately 
as the result of the Harbour Trust 
keeping closed a thoroughfare to 
Prince's Pier and the water 
frontage. A public meeting of 
the citizens ‘was held, and ‘a 
resolution passed calling on the 
Corporation to bring pressure to 
bear on the Harbour Trust, with a 
view to having theright-of-wayre- 
established. “The passage was 
closed as a war measure, but on 
the termination cf hostilities and 
the rescinding of the Defence of 
the Realm regulations the Trust 
maintained that the public enter- 
edinto private property, and on 
these grounds the access to the 
pier remained closed. The Ha- 
bour Trustess have now agreed to 
grant, during the pleasure of the 
Trustees, the privilege of a foot- 
path Sft. wide to the Corporation. 
at their awn expense, to erect and 
maintain an unclimbable iron 


fence with necessary Sates. 


DUPLICATION OF SHIPS' NAMES. 


Owing ts the inconvenience 
caused by so many vessels in 
France heving the same names— 
before the war there were more 
tHan a dozen each of such names 
as Jeanne a‘Arc, Saint Pierre, 
Saint Joseph. ete.—it has been 
decided that new vessels of more 
than 25 gross tons or those having 
their names changed, shall not 
be given names already possess- 
ed ‘by other vessels. As it 
fis admitred that it would be 
unfair to the owner of a large, 
well-known vessel to make him 


change its name because a less | 


important but older vessel of the 
same name exists, the rule has 
not'been made retrospective, but 
it might be possible to arfange 
changes of name hy agreement. 
betweenowners. The Semuphore 
de Marseille, in commenting on 
this new rule. suggests that it 


.| would be difficul: to arrange an 


agreement with other countries, 
such as England and Italy, in 
order to decrease still further 


this duplication of ships’ na mes. | 


NEW YORK’S 30,000 ToN pry 
DOCK, 


Foreign ships, including several 
under the British fag which had 


never before docked off the other | 
«| side of the Atlantic, have of late 


taken advantage of the increased 
dry-docking facilities in the port 
“of New York. The new 30,000 
ton floating. dry dock, the largest 
sectional dry dock of its kind in 
the world, put into commission 
by the Morse Dry Dock and 
Repair Company of Brooklyn 
N. Y., is of material benefit to 
New York Harbour, where large 
merchantmen had previously 
been unable to dock on other 
than navy docks, which were not 
always available. The new dock, 
which was for three years in the 
process of construction, can lift 
a ship of 725 ft. long and of 
30,000 tons. It is of six 
sections, each of which contain 
more than a million feet of 
timber attached together with 
210 tons of galvanized iron bolts, 
The massiveness of the dock is 
not wholly -responsible for its 
sectional features. The sections 
can be raised and lowered separa- 
tely permittingjwork to be carried 
on on. one ship. while a 
second or third ship is. be- 
ing raised or lowered. Recently 
the ss. Yarmouth, flying the 
British ag, and the first ship of 
the new Black Star Line Corpor.

AERIAL DERBY.

‘COMMISSION'S VISIT TO 
CANTON. 


The Commission organising the 
‘first Aerial Derby around the 
world, composed of Commodore 
Louis D. Beaumont (President) 
Major Charles J.Glidden, U,S. A.. 
E.R.G.S. (Executive. Secretary) 
and Mr. Benjamin Hillman 
(Treasurer) arrived at Canton 
from Hongkong on Wednesday 


and immediately took up the work} 


of organising the Aerial Derbs. 
which was finished next thus day, 
completing the entire-programme 
for China. a“ 

While the Commissioa‘has been 
in Chine and Hongkong, four 
Aero Clubs have been organised 
and projected—the parent Club 
at Peking, known asithe Aero 
Club. of China, the Acto.Club of 
Shanghai, the Aero Club of Can- 
ton, and the Aerd Club of 
Hongkong. , 

Aviation to date in this sectian 
of China has not advanced quite 
as fast as in other sections of 

’ the country, but arrangements, 

are now complete for the 
establishing of a+ school of 
instructions under the direction 
of Captain Tom Gunn, an 
experienced. aviator, who is 
at the Head of the Air Sorvice, 
and his assistant, Mr. Tom 
Wing. 


Aeronautical enthusiast» are 
somewhat encouraged at Canton 
from the fact that the Italian 
Government have, alrealy built 
four hangars on a very desirable 
landing field for the Rome-Tokyo 
flight which they have kindly 
offered for use by the contestants 
in the first Aerial Derby around 
the world.’ Overland contes:- 
ants ‘in > airplanes will fly 
from Shanghai to Hanoi via 
Canton, those using = flying 
boats would go. via Hongrong. 
Canton is 110 miles from Hong- 
kong, densely populated with 
some two and a half million 
people but there are suitable 
Janding fields approaching and 
leaving the city, but a burying 
ground to be avoided twenty five 
miles long. ° . 


The Commission were most 
cordially received by the Ameri- 
can Consul General, Mr. Leo 
Bergholz, a most efficient repra- 

-sentative of the United States 
who had given much. time in 
instructing prominent people and 
organizations based on the ad- 
vanced aviation data sent him hy 
the Commission and who undouht- 
edly influenced the organisation 
of the Aero Club of Canton before 
the Commission's arrival which 
started off with twenty-five mem- 
hers, having for its President and 
Secretary prominent ~Chinese 
citizens of Canton. . 

The Consul General ‘assigned 
his staff to the service of the 
Commission under the direction 
of Mr. Lam Ying Chee. the 
.official interpreter of the Con- 
sulate, making use of the tele- 
phone in making appointments 

’ to meet the Military Governor 
General Mo Yung Sing and Mr. 
Wu Ting Fang, Minister of Far- 

-eign Affairs, and. former. Minster 
to the United States for China, 

The Governor General imme- 
diately placed a motor car at the 
disposal of the Commission (there 
being only ten in Canton and 
those owned by. the Government) 
which was dispatched tn the 
American Consulate ard the 
Commission with the official in- 
terpreter.

A HEAVY SIX MONTHS, ~ 


During the six months ending 
in December of last Year there 
Were many shipping disasters in 
the China Seas, and it is interest- 
ing to look back over the ground, 
when a more comprehensive idea 
of the damage which has been 
done can be Properly estimated. 
In a summing up of the disasters 
and what was the primary 
cauge of each says Sitp- 
ping and ‘Lnyineering, there 
may be arrived at some definite 
conclusions with regard « to 
mistakes Which may be guarded 
against .on future occasions. 
Shipmasters and others, will no 
dcubt, be especially interested in 
how this or that particular ship | 
encountered disaster and it is the i 
object here, with the somewhat 
limited gmount of data available | 
fa cater as well as possible in 
this direction. 

.The first shipping disaster 
which ocourred in the China Seas 
during the beginning of the six 
months was the case of the x. 
Hauroto, which left Bangkok on 
July 24 for Hongkong. It was 
not until the middle of Augus: 
that fears began to ba expressed 
that this vessel was lost, or at 
least damage been sustained 
which made of her a helpless 
wreck drifting about at the 
of the wind and weather, 

it was, however, definitely 
established later that the Hauroto 
had been lost with all hands in. 
the typhoon of July 26 which 


swept the Southern part of the . 


China Seas atthat time with 
particular violence, - Definite loss 
of this ill-fated vessel was at last 
raceived when the 
Telemactus arrived at Hongkong 
from Saigon on Angust 23. This 
vessel picked up part of 
the. superstruture of the Hauroto 
when off. the Paracels and 
it became evident that the 
ship went ashore tHere dur- 
ing the’ typhoon. Ir will

The China Navigation Com- 
pany suffered the loss of one 
vessel] during August as well. 
The Tamsui left Hankow on 
August 24 witha Cargo consisting 
of 27,000 piculs of beancaxe, and 
the same night went ashore in the 
Hukeang Cutoff channel near 
Hankow. Endeavours were made 
by the master. Captain “J.S. de 
Wolf, to" at once get the vessel 
aloat bat without avail. Later, 
the Wousung came to her 
assistance and passed a wire 
aboard | the Tamsuj and 
endeavored to pull her off, but 
without success. The hits to 
which the wire was attached 
carried away, after which the 
Woosung left for Hankow 
fo procure further assistance, 
Eventually th: vessel ‘had to 
be abandoned when she turned 
over o7 he~ side. At the present 
time salvage oparations are under 
way to salva the vessel which is 
now lying on her side in the 
mud and, contrary to what was 
first thought, she wil] prove 
difficult to refloat. The Joss

She suffered further 
disaster on attempting to continue 
her voyage, being caught in two 
typhoons of the Goto Islands. and 
dismasted, reaching Shanghai ina. 
disabled” coaditica: “Tt. may be 
here noted that 01 August 20 a 
steamer belonging to the Osaka 
Shosen Kaisha crossed . the 
Chinpu's bows when the latter 
vessel was flying signals of dis- 
tress but took no notice of her. 
The Kasuga Maru was sighted.on 
September 16 and offered to take 
off the crew but declined to take 
her in tow, and she was first re- 
ported here by the Empress of. 
Russia, , 


During October there were also 


asters on the coast. Of these 
the most important was perhaps 
the joss of the Tsiwan Maru, 
which went ashore in Mofu Bay, 
Haiten Straits. on October 24. 
A tug was sent to render aid, but 
later advices show that the vessal 
was ‘considerad a total lass, 
Vorsequently she is still, as far 
as we know. lying where. she

| Thoagh two black~balls were 
j hoisted and the vessel blew her 
whistle continuously as a warn 
ink, oa Japanese steamer, 
wlso in charge of a Chinese 
pilot. passed so close to her that 
she also went ashore and the two 
versels laid side by side on the 
bank, The Hsin Pingzan later 
refloated herself when the tide 
rase again as also did the dJapan- 
ese vessel, but the fact alone 
of the latter ship going ashore 
does not say much for the 
Yangtze Chinese pilots. Doubr- 
less there are good men amongst 
thom. We hope so, Perhaps ‘it 
may b2 only as a matter of 
course that vessels in charge of 
Chinese officers invariably come 
to disaxter eventually, “At the 
latter end of October the Chinese 
gunboat Haivung narrowly es. 
caped going ashore an the Bund 
here. But for the anchor being 
dropped she would have done so 
and, we presume, heen quite an 
ornament one the Bund for 
a short time, 4 Particularly 
serious collision oeeurred on 
October 30° between the Indo- 
China Waishing and. the Japan- 
ese-owned vessel Yonan Maru 
in the herbour, The bows 
of the Waishing were badly bar.
